So far, so good..... 


>I made a counter-offer and the reply I got back was "It's already sold". 


This is where you made your mistake. The seller established a price 
because he wanted to move the item. You countered with a lower price, 
but someone else either said "OK" to his price or sent in the highest 


counter-offer. 
>Had I been given the chance I might have bettered the offer he accepted. 
But he didn't *KNOW*x that, did he? All he had from you was a lower 
offer than his asking price. It is unfair to expect someone to engage in 
endless e-mail exchanges with respondents just to find out if they want 
to counter-offer someone elses's offer *UNLESS THE SELLER SPECIFICALLY 
ASKED FOR "HIGHEST BID". 
My "rules of engagement" are as follows: 
WHEN I SELL: 
1. I set a price. First one to either meet that price or make the 
highest initial offer gets the item. When I set a price, it's because I 
don't want to waste time dickering. 


OR 
2. I ask for offers, and endure multiple e-mails/telephone calls until 
someone makes an offer no one will counter. That person gets the item. 
WHEN I BUY: 


1. If I really want the item, I either agree to the seller's price 
initially or offer slightly more as an "attention-getting" device; 


OR 
2. If I want to counter-offer a lower price, I call the seller on the 
*TELEPHONEx and try to reach an agreement (and get a commitment). E-mail 
is too inefficient and slow for this kind of bartering; it needs to be 
done by voice contact. 
3. If a seller asks for bids, I make mine and indicate whether or not I'm 
interested in having a chance to counter-bid. This usually works pretty 
well.

The Marconi site is on land managed by the National Park Service; part of 
something I think is called the "Cape Cod National Seashore" or something 
like that. It's a few miles past Chatham on Rt. 6. There's not much to see 
there - a decrepid model of the site, a small monument to Marconi, and a 
few pieces of concrete and some timbers from the towers. It's worth a 
half-hour of your time just to stand there and reflect on the history. 


You might want to check out WCC in Chatham. It's located off Forest Beach 
Rd. off Route 28, west of Chatham center. I went by a few times while I was 
on vacation, but I had the kids in the bike trailer and wasn't inclined to 
knock on the door and invite myself in. WCC has a wonderful array of 
open-wire feedlines, a tall transmitting tower, and _lots_ of dipoles, all 
located on top of salt-marsh behind a small barrier beach. I brought my 
Sony 2010 on vacation and a Beverage, thinking I'd set up for some tropical 
band SWLing, but the silly thing's got a wide-open front end and all I 
heard was WCC's SITOR transmissions.

At some point in its life, the Chrysler had been refitted from a 6V 
electrical system to a 12 Volt system, and the tube radio had 

been disconnected to prevent roasting. The challenge is how to 
cheaply drop the 12V down to 6V so that the local can use 

his radio! 


Radio Shack sells some DC-to-DC converters that downconvert 

12V to 3, 6, 9V, etc. However, the current rating at 6V is 600ma, 
insufficient to run the tube radio. I have seen data the 5-tube 
radios consume about 30 W of power, so that the RS power rating 
is 10x too small. I can't find any 30W DC-to-DC converters that 
cost less than the value of the whole car!!! 


VVVVV VV VV VV VV 


You don't need to do a dc-dc conversion. A simple solid state voltage 
regulator with a pass transistor ought to be able to give you 6V 
regulated from 12-16 V unregulated for less than ten bucks worth of 
parts if you buy them new. This is a better solution than simply using 
dropping resistors, but is likely still going to draw hefty currents. 


If the 6V radio hasn't been used for a long time, I suggest it be 
examined for faulty capacitors before operation.

I have known several longtime collectors during the last 20 years or 
so that passed on and left significant collections that had to be 
disposed of by the widow or family. A couple of these easily 
exceeded $50K in reasonable value. In both cases, the deceased had a 
reasonable time to plan for the sale and the collections were sold by 
the family without major problems. There were, however, some 


incidents that are worth repeating. 


First, in both cases, the widow was being pestered at all hours of 
the day by people wanting to buy radios within "hours" of the death. 
Many of these calls were from well known collectors. 


Second, when the radios were finally sold, several sets with 

individual values that ranged from 400-1500 each were literally 

stolen; i.e., removed from the house without the widow being paid. 

She wasn't closely checking what people were carrying out relative to what 
they were paying for. 


In at least two other cases, crystal sets worth say 500 were 
described to the widow as being a model worth say 200. She didn't 
know the models that well and trusted what the buyer told her. 


Parts or components were removed by the buyers and lookers from 
numerous sets - in many cases significantly affecting their value. 


There were, in both cases, plenty of people that would try to talk 
the widow down on the values - but both were firm on prices because 
the deceased had left explicit price lists for everything in the 
collection that was to be sold. 


These experiences have had a sifnificant impact on how my collection 
of "stuff" will be accounted for and disposed of.

I was wrong about the previous owner screwing up the wiring, he or she knew 
exactly what they were doing. 

Got T5 out on my bench and added a 100mmf to pins 2 and 3, which is the 455KC 
coil terminals. Tryed to adjust while connected to my Butler Osc 

and freq counter. Ran the core up and down. Crap when I ran it up it broke in 
about 10 pieces. Now I looked in the junk box for a similar core., found a guy 
that would work, sprayed pure silicon on it and put it in place. Different 
composite but was able to get 455KC about mid range. 


OK, half the battle done, Know knowing the the value of the bridged 3035KC 
coil ( Thanks Again Mr H). I tack soldered a 23 MMF across pin's 1 and 4 and 
looked for resonance on my Butler Osc. 2,900 was the best I could do with the 
aliumin?cover off . put cover on and it jumped to 4000KC, Now was able to 
achieve resonace at 3035KC with slug. 

What the s..., I didn't think alum had an effect on resonance or is this cover 
an alloy with steel in it.. 

Sounds Like a success story , but Iam not sure that the 3035KC cap is 
completely open, Tho the 22 MMF should over come that, I think. Help me out 
Guys as iam not comfortable with this little IF before I put it back in.

A couple of posts piqued my interest. 

First, I second the motion that "function generators" 
make terrific sweep generators for aligning low-freq IF 
stages such as found in the best Hammars and Hallis. 


I have a small Wavetek that really saved my tail on my HQ-180. 
Typically these instruments do square and triangle waves as well 


as sinewaves, but except for audio testing you use the sine only. 


My Wavetek can sweep a lot slower than a conventional TV sweeper 


or antique AM wobbulator. You need the slow sweep rate (10-20 Hz) 
to properly resolve the sharper BW response curves of your RX in CW mode. 


Also, as for feeding a conventional RF sweeper in the antenna terminals 

or ist mixer -- great idea, except on an HQ-180! The 180 has an xtal filter 
with pretty narrow BW (less than good-fi AM even) in the 3035 KC 1st IF, 

plus the 455 KC middle IF is pretty tight, so by the time you're trying 

to picture the 3rd IF at 60 KC you've got THREE response curves superimposed, 
and trying to get them all lined up and correct is what a polite outdorrsman 
calls a "bear" (dog breeders use another word). 


So I recommend the Wavetke approach, working backwards, or whatever it takes 
to line up all the responses correctly. It takes a lot of time and thought, ~ 
but the 180 is worth it. 


BTW, add the HQ-129X to the list of radios whose manual specifically calls 
for a sweep alignment -- even tho it's only late-'40s single-conversion, 
the 3 IFs need to be stagger-tuned or something close to it. 

I haven't done mine that way yet, but it wouldn't hurt the radio a bit. 


I psoted quite a bit about the 180 sweeep alignment a few months ago, 
if anyone wants to dig it out. I have it archived here too.

Hammarlund moved to Mars Hill, NC from New York City in the very early 60's. 
By then Mr. Lloyd Hammarlund (I met him and he was a nice fellow) was just a 
figure head. Stu Meyer, W2GHK was President and W2HEL/4 was chief Engineer. 
The company was sold again toward 1970 to a holding company that moved the 
firm North to Red Bank, NJ. K2HEA was now involved in the company and I had 
a nice letter from him that has since disappeared. The 1971 letter stated 
Hammarlund Dumont and another firm as the holding company in the heading. 

By about 1973 Hammarlund was almost out of the ham market but was still 
producing the capacitors and military equipment. Unfortunately K2HEA is 
an SK. So is W2GHK.

My original post about the XFK lacked some details. In fact, I have the 
XFK but the XFK2 manual. The only difference is, on the XFK2, the mode 
switch was modified to provide two additional inputs to the keyer tube. 
Now that I have an XFK, I've nearly forgotten that I still have to keep my 
eye out for the FSK107. By the way, I believe that I have the schematic 
for the the FSK107 but I can't be 100% certain. 


Several months ago, I bought a copy of the 1962 CQ RTTY Handbook from Don 
Mertz. I was hoping that it would have shown an FSK107 illustrated, but no 
such luck. In my search for the FSK107, I wrote to TMC but they confirmed 
that they never made that product, so I'm assuming that it must be a 
Northern Radio product. 


>Anyone know anything about the variations of this unit? 


Are you referring to the variations in the XFK line or the FSK107 line? 
If it's the XFK line, then there's two variants for sure. There is other 
related TMC equipment made for RTTY. In the June 1956 issue of QST, the 
TMC ad illustrates the following: 


XFK Frequency Shift Keyer 

FSS Frequency Shift Simulator 
CFA Frequency Shift Converter 
LFA Low Frequency Shift Adapter 


The TMC ad in the 1963 Amateur Radio Handbook illustrates the TIS-3 keyer 


which provides FSK, FAX and CW modes for SSB transmitters. For what its 
worth, the same add illustrates the GPT-10K high frequency transmitter 
(2-28 Mhz, 10 kw). The XFK manual uses this particular transmitter to 
illustrate all examples for calculating crystal frequencies and other 
frequency parameters. 


Hope that this info helps.
